UN COUNCIL 
SEAT WON BY 
PHILIPPINES 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (CP)— 
The Philippines won a first-ballot 
victory today over Czechoslovakia 
for a one-year term on the United 
Nations Security Council. 

The vote in the 79-member Gen- 
eral Assembly was 51 for the 
Philippines, 20 for Czechoslovakia, 
Afghanistan 1, Spain 1 and Yugo- 
slavia 1. 

The Philippines had just one vote 
more than the’ two-thirds required, 
since only 74 affirmative votes were 
cast. 

Russia's Deputy Foreign Minis-, 
ter Vassily V. Kuznetsov immedi- 
ately protested that the election 
discriminated against eastern 
Europe. The seat which the Philip- 
pines will occupy previously had 
been held by eastern European 


Yugoslavia will vacate the seat 
| Dec. 31 after serivng the first half 
|of a normal two-year term under a 
|private agreement reached last 
year to break a deadlock between 
Yugoslavia and the Philippines.

Poor Show on the Road 


N THE HAZARDOUS 

conditions caused by snow and 
slippery roads on Tuesday evening 
hundreds of Greater Victoria motor- 
ists received object lessons in how 
not to operate their cars in an emerg 
ency. The lessons were provided by 
many of the drivers themselves 

Lack of common courtésy and an 
apparent egotism which persuaded 
some that they could get through 
where others failed, snarled traffic 
and sent some automobiles into 
ditches.

HEART OF THE FAMILY 


The kitchen held the heart of the family 
and in it was bred the simple co-operation 
which gave the old family its harmony and 
oneness.

It necessitated high con 
sideration—not too much noise because the 
children are studying and father's reading. It 
established a kindly but effective discipline 
Parents knew what their youngsters were 
Going because the youngsters were doing It 
right under their eyes.

Should Doctors Tell the Truth

A man tells me his father has a certain 
incurable disease. and his kind doctor has 
kept up his hope by telling him that he is 
going to get well. The son is now much dis 
tressed because his father read a column of 
mine in which I said there is no known cure 
for the disease. I am very 
sorry about this, and I 
know that often, by my 
frankness in this column, 
I must discourage people 
but I wish they would keep 
in mind the other side of 
the problem 

Here comes a letter from 
a poor old farmer who says 
that with much i}lness in 
his family he used up al 
most all his savings In 
the last year what money 
to doctors who treated him for the residue 
of a stroke for which I once said there is 
little that can be done. The farmer says now, 
“How I wish I could have seen your column 
earlier that I would have wasted all 
my money. Now, explain to me why the doc 
tors did not tell me in simple English that 
they just could not open up my skull and re 
make the part of my brain that was destroyed 
by the stroke? To face that truth might 
have been a bit of a shock to me, but it would 
have been kinder to tell me that than to take 
all of my money for absolutely nothing.” 

My answer is that his doctors might have 
been glad to tell him that they doubted if they 
couid help him, but they feared, with good 
reason, that if they had refused to examine 
or treat him, he would have left their office 
thinking that they were either ignorant or 
lazy. or not interested in helping him, or even 
hostile to him 
HARD TO ADMIT 

Many of us doctors find it hard to admit 
even to ourselves that there are many diseases 
that we cannot cure and so we keep on trying 
I know that sometimes, when in a medical 
journal I have said that a certain disease was 
not curable by medicine, I have received a 
number of chiding letters from my physician 
friends, telling me that this was no way to 
talk 

Last week the mother of an epileptic lad 
took me to task because I said the disease is 
commonly inherited. That statement, of 
course, is nothing new; the fact has been well

years ago. What angers this mother is that 
her son says now that he does not want ever 
to have children. He says he will never bring 
into this world a person who might have to 
suffer as terribly as he is now suffering. His 
mother thinks it is my duty to lie to all epi 
leptics and to keep telling them that the risk 
of their having an epileptic child is so slight 
as to be not worth worrying about. With Dr 
O. P. Kimball's figures here before me. show 
ing that in his large group one in three of the 
children born to epileptics had serious trouble 
I cannot blithely “There almost 
danger.” 

"Well, then, say some of my 
respondents and their

We don’t want 
hear a word about it But in the same mail 

I get a dozen letters from epileptics saying 
something like this: “Blessings for 
having given me the information I much de 
sired in regard to my disease. For years | 
have greatly wanted to know the facts.” A 
woman writes, “I have epilepsy running 
through my family, and now that I have ma 
ried I so want to know if I am carrying the - 
tendency. How can I find out? Can I give 
the disease to one or more of the children I 
may have? Another woman—a mother 
with an epileptic brother—writes, “I so wish 
I knew if any one of my four boys is carrying 
the disease latent, so that some day it could 
show up in him, and still later show up in his 
children. Can I find this out, and if so, where 
and how?” 


SOMETIMES ENCOURAGING 

Often I can somewhat relieve the mind of 
such a mother by having her get electro. 
encephalograms made of herself, her husband 
and her children. Electroencephalograms are 
records of the tiny electric currents that are 
constantly being formed in the brain. In nine 
out of ten normal persons the record shows 
regular waves, while in six out of 
leptics and carrier of epilepsy the records 
show typical irregularities—the so-called 
dysrhythmias, perhaps with “spikes” and 
“seizure activity It is always encouraging 
to find that the son daughter) of an 
epileptic had a normal record. It is very en 
couraging, also, if, as a small child, the person 
had no fever convulsions, no temper tantrums 
no hostilities, and no terrible nightmares, and

Con- 
vinced that his cause 
was hopeless, he cashed 
the ace of clubs and the 
ace of hearts. and hoped 
hope that his 
partner had a trump 
South had no 


his losing diamonds, and 
the rest of the hand was 
merely routine. 

West should defeat the 
contract by making the 
correct play at the 
second trick. He should 
expect to win two clubs and 


a heart, and must look for 


a fourth trick in order to defeat the contract. In view 
of the nature of South's opening bid, it is almost im- 
possible for East to have a natura! trump trick. Hence 
West should try to establish a diamond in order to defeat 


the contract. 


West should lead a low diamond at the second trick 
to establish a diamond before declarer can discard his 


loser. 


South will lose two clubs and a heart in addition, 


and his game contract is therefore set.

How Is the Air Fixed Around the Earth? 


Randi has a very original 
idea about the filmy air that 
surrounds our round world 
Maybe it is arranged in a great 
hoop along the earth’s orbit 
around the sun. The earth would 
stay in this filmy circle of air 
as it traveled along on its 600 
million miles yearly path. That 
way we would have new air 
every day and leave vesterday’s 
air behind us. That used up air 
would have a whole year to be 
come fresh for us to breathe 
on our next trip around 

Andy says that is a very 
thoughtful piece of wondering 
and very reasonable. But the air 
is actually clutched in a fimls 
blanket around the world. It is 
held there by the pull of earth's 
gravity—the force which makes 
dropped things fall to the 
ground Only a few tiny air 
molecules hundreds of miles 
above our heads ever manage to 
escape. These fragments must 
whip up almost 
seven miles a second in order 
to escape the earth's big hug 
and such speeds are not likely 

The air higher up feels less 
of the earth's pull of ‘gravity 
For the farther we go from the 
center of a body. the less we 
fee] its pull. And the center of 
earth's gravity right in 
middle of round 
It is not surprising, ther 
learn that the thickest, dense 


speeds of 


air is hugged closest 
ground. Higher up. the shell of 
filmy air around the globe gets 
thinner and thinner. Somewhere 
beyond 600 miles 
heads it finally peters out. Be 
yond that is empty space 
” ‘This shell of filmy ait 
with the earth on our vearly 
journey around the sun. There

is no need to leave behind ves 
terday’s used up air and take a 
fresh supply for today. For the 
old earth has her own tricks for 
keeping her blanket of air 
ever clean and breathable. There 
is always plenty of fresh air and

“Believe me, the Austrians 
ere wonderful people,” he said. 
“They are poor people who have 
suffered much due to the war 
and Russian occupation, They 
have done all within their power 
for us, but they can’t possibly 
look after the thousands of 
Hungarians fleeing into their 
country.’ 

Mr. Szabo praised The Times 
fund to assist Hungary's fight- 
ing students.

INCE the boss of our house bought the oil 
furnace I've been having bad dreams.

In another slumber fantasy I have become 
immensely wealthy. (What else are dreams 
made for?) Among my possessions is the 
world’s most productive oil well During the 
nightmare, disaster strikes. The well bursts 
aflame and my riches go up in smoke. I 
awake from this with the conditioned forti 
tude of'a man who has once been Croesus and 
accepts poverty with the grace and refine 
ment some people attribute to the wealthy 

Disturbed thus in my rest, I wonder how 
long the human body can carry on without 
the blessed gift of sleep, the innocent sleep. 
And I think a little wistfully of the happiness 
I knew as a poor boy 

Once I enjoyed the bracing 
vironment of a freezing bedroom in winter 
and loved, with Rupert Brooke, the rough 
male kiss of blankets. Those were more heroic 
days, when one could drink delight of snow

Coming home, a boy could find warmth 
and affection in the kitchen, thaw his mit-

The mother and mainspring of the house- 
hold went serenely about her business, finish- 
ing off a late chore or sitting for the rest she 
gained from darning a basketful of socks. 


HEART OF THE FAMILY 

The kitchen held the heart of the family 
and in it was bred the simple co-operation 
which gave the old family its harmony and 
oneness. It induced, probably enforced, a shar 
ing of experiences, It necessitated high con- 
sideration—-not too much noise because the 
children are studying and father’s reading. It 
established a kindly but effective discipline 
Parents knew what their youngsters were 
doing because the youngsters were doing it 
right under their eyes. 

It's gone now—gone with the Sunlight soap 
box full of firewood and the mica window in 
the stove door, the couch and the rocker, the 
merry boiling of the kettle, the simple story 
telling.

“We have also collected two carloads of clothing and 
food from Lake Hill families. The people of Lake Hill have 
opened their hearts to these unfortunate people.” 

Father Planeta himself is a refugee. He fled from Po- 
land ahead of the Nazis in 1939 and came to Canada in 1950. 

“I know what it is to feel homeless,” he said, “but in 
Canada no one is homeless for long. Canada is always & 
home away from home.

Leeks are 10 
cents a bunch, and localty-grown 
cauliflower are 25 cents each. 


‘Okanagan delicious apples are 
$4.95 a box and a junior box is 
$2.49. These are good for snacks 
during the holiday season. Man- 
darin oranges are $1.45 a box, 
$2.85 per bundle or two pounds 
for 39 cents. Regular, juicy 
oranges for juice or snacks are 
69 cents for a five-pound bag. 


Mincemeat for your holiday- 
time pies sells in bottles at 32, 
33, 39, and 45 cents a jar. Same 
thing a bit different is cranberry 
Juice.

FIVE YEARS IN CONCENTRATION CAMP 


"Student Aid Vital’ 
Says Budapest Refugee 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 


Hungarian students in Austria 
need heip—need all the assis 
tance they can get—a former 
Budapest student, who spent 
five years in concentration 
camp because he opposed the 
Communist regime, said here 
today 

The ex-student, Louis Szabo 
34, who helped organize the 
student revolution in Hungary 
arrived here Thursday from 
Vancouver with a group of 15 
young Hungarian refugees 
aboard the CPR’s Princess Joan 

They arrived Tuesday in Van 
couver on the “Freedom Ex- 
press” flight from Austria 

“I was living among 300 stu 
dents in a particular quarter in 
Vienna before I came here,” he 
lsaid. “The students need help. 
They are impoverished.’ 

Mr. Szabo said the Austrian 
people were doing all they could 
}to help the students and refu-| 
gees arriving in their country. 

“Believe me, the Austrians 
are wonderful people,” he said. 
“They are poor people who have 
|suffered much due to the war 
and Russian occupation. They 
have done all within their power) 
for us, but they can't possibly
